London 
stirred, quivered, and caught her breath as if wounded. 
She was wounded again and again. Yet she was so gigantic 
that her wounds became insignificant, were rendered 
trivial, were dwarfed, till they seemed no more than cuts 
and sores upon the hide of some great, slow animal. Ford, 
who had never had much feeling for London —she had 
seemed too shapeless and unending — loved her for being 
the home of a steady, stubborn people. She lay, not passive, 
but growling back at the tormenting bombers from her 
hundred guns. Yet she took what she had to take with 
magnanimity, a city once more worthy of history. 

It was not on the nights of the great raids that he 
feared for London. But sometimes in the morning the de- 
struction gave him moments of consternation. One midday 
he took Mrs. Morley to one of the National Gallery lunch- 
hour concerts. They went down on the top deck of a No. 11 
bus, and all along the well-known route they noted the new 
craters, the new wreckage in Victoria Street, in Whitehall, 
in Trafalgar Square. Without speaking they each knew 
what the other was thinking: ‘How long can it go on? 
Can it go on?” 

But it could and did go on. These momentary waves 
of alarm were senseless. There was no reason why a very 
much larger number of the houses, shops, offices and public 
buildings of London should not have been destroyed with 
only a remote and contingent effect upon the war effort. 


Still the big sites, where fire had spread the destruc- 
tion, as at John Lewis’ in Oxford Street, or at Hampton’s, 
next door to the National Gallery, were momentarily ter- 
rifying. For here was chaos: meaningless frantic writh- 
ings of the blasted steel girders, acrid heaps of brick and 
stone. In the air-raid shelter of the Gallery, Myra Hess and 
two other musicians were playing Beethoven’s Archduke 
trio. The first bars struck the audience with unbearable 
force. The precision, the accurate, ordered, disciplined in- 
tricacy of the unrolling world of the music overwhelmed 
them. How could there exist such worlds as this, and as
